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‘“* Nothing extenuate, nor set down aught in malice.”—Othello. 
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“ The Play’s the thing.”—Ask for Thomas’s Observer. 








Victoria. —Last evening, during the performance of the play of 
Othello, at this theatre, the audience were much excited by an announce- 
ment from the management. Towards the close of the play, and just 
before the last act was to be represented, Mr. Osbaldiston came forward 
and addressed the audience as follows:—Ladies and gentlemen, | am 
placed in a most painful position. 1 know not what to say.—(Sensation.) 
Mr. Kirby, who has been drunk to-night, has insulted the whole com- 
pany, and without saying a word to me has left the house.” —(Cries of 
It’s a lie, Mr. Kirby is not drunk.”) Mr. Osbaldiston proceeded : — 
“If it’s your wish, I will send after him and try to get him on.”—( Great 
confusion.) Several gentlemen in the pit here rose and essayed to speak. 
One gentleman, after the confusion had subsided, said “ Ladies and gen- 
tlemen, it is untrue to say that Mr. Kirby is drunk; I have just seen 
him, and he is as sober as any person in the house this moment. The 
fact is, Mr. Osbaldiston has grossly insulted Mr. Kirby by telling Miss 
Vincent, in the presence of the whole company, not to speak the speeches, 
but to come to cues, and not be humbugged by the damned Yankey. 
Mr. Kirby has just endeavoured to enter the theatre and explain to you 
the nature of the insult offered him, but Mr. Osbaldiston has ordered the 
doorkeepers not to admit him.” Great confusion followed this gentle- 
man’s remarks, and a noise at the box entrance added not a little to the 
uproar, and upon inquiry it was found that Mr. Osbaldiston and Mr. 
Kirby were atthe door, the latter gentleman having paid for a box-ticket, 
and the former refusing him admittance. Order was soon afterwards 
restored, and the other entertainments were proceeded with. 

Bass Voices.—There is a great diversity of opinion among sot disant 
critics respecting the compass of a bass voice. Crivelli, in his * Art 
of Singing,” makes it to consist of two octaves, that is, from B below 
the bass staff to E above, and he is a very good authority. Among the 
singers of the present day there are but few legitimate basses, most of 
them possessing baritone voices, which lie between the tenor and bass, and 
extending, generally speaking, from G the first line of the bass staff, to 
F above. Mr.H.Phillips’s voice is a baritone, and so, indeed, is the 
great Lablache, for he cannot sing below G with any force, nor can he 
rise above D or E flat; but Fornasari is a bass, and so is E. Seguin— 
for the latter descended, at the festival in Westminster Abbey, to low D, 
in Haydn’s song from The Creation, ‘ Now, heaven in fullest glory,” or 
rather in the recitative which precedes it, at the last word of the following 
line— 

“ Creeps, with sinuous trace, the worm.’ 
Handel, who wrote a great many splendid bass songs, never went below 
F in his oratorio songs. In the song of “ Nasce al bosco,” from tius, 
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which was arranged by Dr. Arnold to English words, * He layeth the 
beams,” there is a jump from low F to the high one, which Mr. Machin 
manages to give with very good effect. In Mozart’s celebrated 
song, “ Qui sdegno” (in the Zauberfivte,) Angrisani used to create a 
great sensation by finishing in the low K; Staudigl does the same, and 
the late Mr. Leete used to descend to low E flat, like a bell, as the 
phrase is, at the close of Spofforth’s glee, ““ Come bounteous May.”
